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A LAKE MICHIGAN EPISODE.

The vessel had been

lowed by .a blinding snowstorm, and 
the Phelps was driven on the rocks 
near shore stern foremost, about a 
mile from Glen Arbor dock. 
With 
such force did she strike that in a 
aouple of minutes her stern had sunk, 
and amidships was nothing but a 
tangled mass of spars, rigging, sails, 
and deck planking, over which the 
big waves pounded angrily. 
The cap- 
tain and four members of his crew 
were immediately swept into the sea; 
but Hourlgan and Igoe, 
who

been well forward when the shock 
came, found themselves raised aloft 
on the small section of the bow, with 
barely space enough to retain a foot- 
ing.

proach, resolved to fight to the last 
extremity. 
The voice sounded nearer*

at the words a borderer, shot through 
both arms, came into sight. 


'*The comrades were unspeakably 
x)leased each to find the other, foi 
between them they had a pair of 
arms and a pair of legs, and there- 
fore some hope of life and escape. 
As best he could, Eenham dressed all 
the wounds and then proceeded to 
cook some food; all that could be 
done with arms and hands Benham 
did, cooking, loading and firing the 
gun.

On each occasion, however, 
chance brought Mongolians to the aid 
of the automobilists, and by dint of 
immense exertions by men, oxen and 
horses the car, which all the while 
was slowly sinking, was rescued. 


Tho Mongolians are described as 
wild fellows, with big knives stuck in 
their belts and carrying other weap- 
ons. 
The travelers were completely 
at theh* mercy, but they were amia- 
ble and willing to help for pay. 
An- 
other peril was a sandstorm cyclone, 
which nearly overturned the automo- 
bile. 
Another time while descending 
a steep hill the car nearly came to 
grief, the brakes being unable to 
hold it. 
It was hardly saved from 
this danger when a precipice threat-

'Speedy Action ^Prevented a Lynching

Allentown, Pa., Aug. 27. — George 
Sehuman, a member of the South Beth­ 
lehem police force, was shot and killed 
by William Jones, a southern negro, 
on the tracks iof the Philadelphia & 
Reading railroad. 
Three shota were 
fired at Scliuman at close range. Two 
shots entered the right breast and the 
third penetrated tho right shoulder.

States 
Government; 
Chief 
Engineer 
Vaunerman, 
Dr, 
Fowler 
(surgeon), 
and 
M. 
Gaston 
Hervieu, 
the aeronautical 
engineer 
and the only Frenchman on the staff. 
About thirty men constitute the total 
expeditionary 
force, 
though, 
of 
course, some of these are sailors and 
mechanics and have nothing to do 
with the expedition besides aiding in 
Iiandling the balloon car, gear, etc., 
at Tromso and at Spitsbergen, 


Discussing his plans, the American 
explorer said: "Thero was no ques- 
tion of lasi year's expedition having 
been a failure. An enormous amount 
of work had to be done at Spitzber- 
gen—work which was found to be 
too much for one short Arctic sum- 
mer. 


"This year on arriving at Spitzber- 
gen there is little work to be done in 
the matter of the erecting of build- 
ings. 
We have constructed an en- 
tirely new airship, Mith which 
we 
hope to accomplish the end we have 
in view, namel3% an aerial journey 
from Spitzbergen to the pole 
and 
back. 


"One 
of 
the 
most 
important 
changes we have effected has been 
the enlargement of the balloon of 
the airship. 
This has 
been 
made 
eighteen feet longer and Its lifting 
power increased by 
3000 
pounds, 
giving a total lifting force of 19,000 
pounds. 
The balloon 
is 1S4 
feet 
long and fifty-two feet in its greatest 
diameter, 
its 
cubic 
volume 
being 
2 65.000 feet. 
With the single excep- 
tion of Count Zeppelin's airship, this 
is the largest ever built. 
The next 
important change in our last year's 
equipment is that we have built an 
entirely 
new 
car 
and 
mechanical 
equipment, all of that used having 
been discarded. 
The new car consists 
of a framework of steel tubing 115 
feet long, ten feet high and eight feet 
broad. 
This is suspended close un- 
der the balloon at such distance that

A City Without a Railroad. 


We 
are 
apt 
to 
think 
that 
a 
great city, containing the 
comforts 
and «Icgancies of modern life, cannot 
exist without railroads at its 
gates. 
Bogota, the capital of the republic of 
Colombia, is an exception. 
Having a 
population of 125,000, fine residences, 
excellont schools and colleges, fiter-

ian fashions, Bogota lies on a plateau 
which no railroad has yet reached.

'*The living quarters of the airship 
are in triangular bunk-like 
spaces 
within the inclosed car. 
These are 
capable 
of 
accommodating 
ten 
or 
twelve men and twelve dogs, together 
with our provisions and 
equipment 
Suspended from the roof of the air- 
ship and running on light rails is a 
tank containing 600 pounds of pro- 
visions, which by means of a windlass 
in the navigating room can bo run 
the entire length of the car, so as to 
supply our food wherever necessari' 
and also to balance the ship. 
The 
total weight of the steel car and tank 
is 2200 pounds. 
The motors, screws 
and machinery weigh 1350 pounds. 
We carry in our tank GOOO pounds 
of petrol, capable of running 
the 
motor for 150 hours at a normal 
speed of fourteen knots per 
hour, 
giving a total radius of action from 
the liquid fuel of 2100 knots. 
The 
weight of the cargo we carry dimin- 
ishes on an average GOO pounds per 
day by the consumption of petrol for 
the motor, while the loss of lifting 
power by leakage of gas 
through 
the skin of the balloon will probably 
not exceed 150 pounds per day. The 
net result of-this is that we have on 
an average day 450 pounds to 500 
pounds of lifting force no 
longer 
required and represent just so much 
gas to be disposed of and to main- 
tain the equilibrium of the ship. 


"Ordinarily the surplus gas would 
be allowed to escape 
through 
the 
valves, but inasmuch 
as 
hydrogen 
has a very high calorific power we 
have thought It a pity to waste good 
fuel, and by actual experiments we 
have found that wo can burn 
the 
surplus hydrogen in our motor with 
the result that we have a further 
thirty hours of motoring from waste 
gas, giving a total of ISO hours at 
fourteen knots per hour—that is to 
say. we have a total radius of action 
of 2500 miles, or double the distance 
from our base to the pole and back 
again, 
if we can get but two-thirds 
of the value of these figures we shall 
still have fifty per cent, margin over 
our needs for our journey from Spitz- 
bergen to the pole and back. 


"It 
is our intention 
during 
oui 
voyage to the pole to be always in 
contact with the earth by means of a 
guide-rope. 
We shall never ascend 
more than 300 feet to 500 feet, and 
our guide-rope will trail over the sur- 
face of the earth. 
The guide rope 
is absolutely essential to the safety 
of our navigation and is of consider- 
ablo weight. 
Instead of employing 
a steel line we have made what I call 
a leather serpent fifteen inches in di- 
ameter and 140 feet long and weigh- 
ing about 1400 
pounds. 
This 
is 
packed full of reserve food, v/eighing 
1200 pounds, and is suspended from 
the airship by means of a steel rope. 
It Is covered with steel scales to pro- 
, tect the leather and to make 
the 
whole guide travel 
smoothly 
over 
ice and snow. 
It will also float on 
the sea. 
By means of the enlarge- 
ment of the airship and food con- 
tained in the guide-rope we are able 
to carry with 
us a total of 
3000 
pounds of food, or enough to enable 
the crew of the airship to subsist on 
its own store for a period of 
ten 
months without having recourse to 
game or outside 
supplies."—Wash-

The mystic shrine of ISInnsalvaf» 
t'lo home of the Holy Grnil, borne 
away from human strife to that re-

ly developed in Germany, Monsalvat 
became an essential part of the le- 
gend; it was inevitable that when 
in modern times that legend again 
emerges in the crowning achievement 
of Wagner's genius, the Grail is still 
preserved 
by a religious order 
at 
Monsalvitt, In Gothic Spain, not far 
from the land of the Moslems. 


The northerners who dreamed of 
Monsalvat In their moments of for* 
vent devotion or romantic exaltation 
had heard a rumor, hut for the most 
part they knew little or nothing of 
its kernel of fact. 
Yet the rumor 
Itself is the most potent evidence of 
the world-wide fascination which the 
ancient mountain shrine of Montser- 
rat exerted over the imagination of 
men for more than a thousand years, 
and. indeed, still exerts even to-day. 
It is in vain that one climbs the 
heights of Montserrat with memories 
of Amfortas and the *'pure fool." 
When wo have made our way up, be- 
yond even the shrine and the monas- 
tery, to the great ravine which is 
said to have rent the summit of the 
mountain at the moment of the Cru- 
cifixion. and when wo have passed 
the fantastic row of rocky pinnacles

The Unruly Chagrcs River. 


The great problem of the construc- 
tion of a sea level canal, or of any 
canal at Panama, is the disposition 
of the water of the Chagres River and 
its tributaries. 
As we have seen, the 
canal is to be constructed in the val* 
ley 
of 
this river for twenty-seven 
miles, when it leaves the Chagres and 
follows the valley of its tributary the 
Dbispo. 
At the point where the Cha- 
gres Valley and the canal diverge, 
the river discharges in the dry season 
as low a volume as 300 cubic feet a 
second, but It has been known 
at 
times of fiood to discharge, in round 
numbers, 80,000 cubic feet a second. 
This must be taken care of in some 
way so as not to overwhelm the ca- 
nal. 
The rainfall in that part of the 
Chagres Valley in which the canal 
lies is upward of 130 to 140 inches a 
year. 
Below the point where the ca- 
nal leaves tho valley of the Chagree 
there are about seventeen streams, 
the discharge from which must eithei

A LAKE MICHIGAN EPISODE. 
It all had happened so suddenly 
that when John Hourigan, the mate, 
and Edward J. Igoe, able seaman, 
sole survivors of the crew of the 
schooner W. B. Phelps, found them­ 
selves clinging to the fragment of 
rail and pressed knee to knee on the 
three square feet of ice-coated plank­ 
ing, which was all that remained of 
the forward part of the deck, it was 
several minutes before either could 
find speech. 
If they had escaped the 
sudden death of their comrades, it 
could only be because another and 
more awful fate desired 
to 
mock 
them in the last moments. 


The vessel had been almost 
in 
sight of the safe harbor at Glen Ar­ 
bor, Michigan, on Clio afternoon of 
November 19, 1879, when a tremen­ 
dous northwest gale blew up, fol­ 
lowed by .a blinding snowstorm, and 
the Phelps was driven on the rocks 
near shore stern foremost, about a 
mile from Glen Arbor dock. 
With 
such force did she strike that in a 
couple of minutes her stern had sunk, 
and amidships was nothing but a 
tangled mass of spars, rigging, sails, 
and deck planking, over which the 
big waves pounded angrily. The cap­ 
tain and four members of his crew 
were immediately swept into the sea; 
but Hourigan and Igoe, 
who 
had 
been well forward when the shock 
came, found themselves raised aloft 
on the small section of the bow, with 
barely space enough to retain a foot­ 
ing. 


This was at soven o'clock in the 
evening. 
The snow was still falling 
heavily, and the gale was driving 
the icy spray over the two survivors. 
At last Igoe spoke. 


“ Where 
are 
the 
others?” 
he 
shouted.

Hourigan’s Jips moved, and quick­ 
ly he blessed himself. 


Igoe nodded understandingly, and 
again there was silence— a silence 
that lasted for hours. 


It was the seaman who broke it 
again. 
“John,” he yelled, “I can’t 
hold on! 
My hands are numb! 
I ’m 
afraid I ’m going!” 


“No, you're 
not!” 
shouted 
the 
mate. 
“Get your hands under my 
ccat and hang to my waist! I’m good 
for a few hours, if this piece of her 
will only hold together.” 


And in this fashion they spent the 
rest of the hours of darkness. 
When 
daylight came, they discovered they 
were not far from Glen Arbor, and 
soon Hourigan gave a i|reat shout of 
joy. 
“Thank 
God!” 
lie 
cried. 
“They’ve seen us, and they are com­ 
ing for us in spite of the storm, bless 
'em!" 


But he had little idea of how well 
deserved was that blessing. 
It was 
true that they had been seen and that 
stout hearts were determined to at­ 
tempt a rescue. 
To accomplish this, 
however, the men on shore had only 
one dilapidated flat bottomed fish- 
boat that had been so long out of ser­ 
vice that it leaked like a sieve. 
Nev­ 
ertheless, this was sledded to the 
surf, and five heroes piled into it and 
started in the teeth of the gale for 
the wreck. 
But the sea was too 
strong, and Hourigan groaned as he 
saw the frail craft driven back to 
the shore. 
He did not know the 
spirit of those who 
manned 
her. 
They had not the slightest intention 
of giving up. 
Instead, they hauled 
up 
the old boat, 
rapidly 
stuffed 
cracks with pieces of cloth, 
then 
hauled it about two hundred yards to 
windward, where a strong current 
would give them an advantage. 


This time the boat did not have a 
chance to fill before it was borne 
against the stern. 
Making fast with 
a line to one piece of wreckage above 
water, the would-be rescuers 
sur­ 
veyed the situation. 
It was as bad as 
it possibly could be. 
To approach 
the two sailors on the windward side 
was to face a sea feo terrible that the 
boat would be swamped in an in­ 
stant; to attempt the rescue from 
leeward was to run into the great 
tangle of spars, rigging, and timber 
which, bounding high on the waves, 
would probably smash their craft to 
matchwood. 


For a minute or two they deliber­ 
ated, and then another groan burst 
from Hourigan as he saw the line cut 
and the boat driven back to shore 
stern foremost. 
The boat reached 
the shore, and now hope fled, for the 
two unfortunates saw its occupants 
hastening inland. 
Chilled to the 
marrow and coated with ice from 
head to foot, the boat crew hastened 
to tljeir homes to don dry clothes 
with which to continue the fight. Al­ 
ready, however, they had determined 
upon a plan of action. 
In some way 
or other the boat must he wedged 
into the mass of wreckage, and the 
crossing made on foot if necessary, 
but the mate and the sailor must be 
rescued. 


By the time the third attempt was 
begun, the seas were bigger than 
ever, and despite the advantage of 
tho current it seemed doubtful if the 
old leaky boat '¿vould ever reach the 
wreck. 
Hour! ;an began to shout en­ 
couragement. 


'*God biess you, boys! 
Pull hard!” 
he yelled. 


And pull hard they did, until tho 
boat was tightly w&lged about sixty 
feet from the piece of the bows tp 
y. 
th? jr/o iqs-covered figures 


still clung. 
A rope was thrown and 
caught by Ilour’gan. 


“Now, Ned!” said the mate, and 
started to put the cord about Ig6e’s 
waist. 


"I can’t; I'm afraid. You go first,” 
answered the seaman. 


“Why, it’s easy/* said Hourigan; 
“just watch me.” 
He fastened the 
rope tightly underbills armpits, then 
began his journey over the mass of 
tos3ing 
and 
threatening 
debris 
ft^cre than once he was compelled tc 
c*lop and hang on until a big wave 
had gone over him; but at last he 
reached the side of the boat and 
was dragged aboard. 
Once more the 
rope was thrown, and, overcoming his 
fright, Igoe prepared to follow. 
He 
made a good start; but it was evi­ 
dent that the poor fellow was piti­ 
fully weak. 
When half way, his leg 
became caught in the timbers, and 
he had not strength enough to drag 
himself free. 


Immediately two of the rescuing 
party were out of the boat, not wait­ 
ing to tie lines to themselves, and 
jumping from piece to piece of the 
wreckage to 
extricate him. 
One 
caught him by the collar as he was 
going under, and, dragging him on 
the run along a spar twenty feet 
long, brought him also to the boat* 
There was little time to lose in get­ 
ting back, for the frail craft had 
been filling and the two extra passen­ 
gers brought the water in Sv ill faster. 
Ten yards from shore the boat went 
down; but a score of willing hands 
grabbed its occupants and hurried 
them to a place of 
shelter and 
warmth. 


The rescuers were not members of 
the Life-Saving Service; but the Gov­ 
ernment lost no time in awarding 
gold medals to William A. Clark, 
Charles A. Rosman, Welby C. Ray, 
John Tobin and John Blanchfield.—

MUTUAL SERVICE. 


The experience of Captain Robert 
Benham during troubles with the In­ 
dians in Ohio in 1778, is one of the 
strangest in the history of Indian 
warfare. 
The author of “The Ohio 
River” 
gives 
a 
description of it. 
“Having broken through the line oi 
Indians during a battle, Benham 
made his escape, though wounded by 
a musket ball in both legs near the 
loins. He reached an immense fallen 
tree, crawled under it, and lay still 
through the ensuing night and the 
next day, in bitterest pain.

for the widow it was observed that 
the pistol had never been discharged,• 
and a blood-stained axe was found 
which fitted only too well with the in­ 
juries to the dead man’s skull. 
Con­ 
fronted by these evidences the wom­ 
an confessed that the man had stag­ 
gered to the granary to sleep off a 
drunken bout, and that she had 
killed him with the axe. 
She also 
confessed that she had murdered her 
husband with the same weapon as he 
lay on his bed in a drunken, sleep. 
He survived a day without recovering 
consciousness.— London Globe.

WELLMAN’S AIRSHIP. 


Details of the Ealloon in Which He Will Try For the Pole 


The* greatest 
interest 
is 
being 
taken throughout Norway in the air­ 
ship experiments of W alter Wellman, 
the American, who is contemplating 
an airship dash to the North Pole» a 
la Jules Verne. 
According to the 
present plans oi Mr. Wellman, there 
will be trials of the airship until it 
is demonstrated that the latter is 
ready for the voyage. 
Tfie start for 
the pole will be made on the first 
favorable 
opportunity 
afterward. 
The members of the expedition are 
Mr. W alter Wellman, Major Hearsey 
(executive office^ and scientific ob­ 
server), who has been sent over by 
the 
United 
States 
Government; 
Chief 
Engineer 
Vannerman, 
Dr. 
Fowler (surgeon), and M. Gaston 
Hervieu, the aeronautical engineer 
and the only Frenchm an on the staff. 
About thirty men constitute the total 
expeditionary 
force, 
though, 
of 
course, some of these are sailors and 
mechanics and have nothing to do 
with the expedition besides aiding in 
handling the balloon car, gear, etc., 
at Tromso and at Spitsbergen. 


Discussing his plans, the American 
explorer said: “There was no ques­ 
tion of last* year’s expedition having 
been a failure. An enormous amount 
of work had to be done at Spitsber­ 
gen— work which was found to be 
too much for one short Arctic sum­ 
mer. 


“This year on arriving at Spitsber­ 
gen there is little work to be done in 
the m atter of the erecting of build­ 
ings. 
We have constructed an en­ 
tirely new airship, with which we 
hope to accomplish the end we have 
in view, namely» an aerial journey 
from Spitzbergen to the pole and 
back. 


“One 
of 
the 
most 
important 
changes we have effected has been 
the enlargement of the balloon of 
the airship. 
This has been 
made 
eighteen feet longer and its lifting 
power increased by 
3000 
pounds, 
giving a total lifting force of 19,000 
pounds. 
The balloon is 1S4 feet 
long and fifty-two feet in its greatest 
diameter, 
its 
cubic volume 
being 
2 65,000 feet. 
W ith the single excep­ 
tion of Count Zeppelin’s airship, this 
is the largest ever built. 
The next 
im portant change in our last year’s 
equipment is th at we have built an 
entirely 
new 
car 
and 
mechanical 
equipment, all of th a t used having 
been discarded. 
The new car consists 
of a framework of steel tubing 115 
feet long, ten feet high and eight feet 
broad. 
This is suspended close un­ 
der the balloon at such distance th at 
those standing on the top of the car 
can easily reach the balloon. 
The 
keel or backbone of the airship con­ 
sists of a steel tank eighteen inches 
in diameter and 115 feet in length, 
with a capacity for holding 1200 gal­ 
lons of petrol. 


“The top of this tank will be really 
the deck of our ship. 
By this dis­ 
position we make the weight of the 
tank, which is about 1000 pounds, 
do double duty, for it is not only a 
safe reservoir for our petrol, but at 
the same time gives rigidity to the 
structure of the ship. 
This tank is 
divided into fourteen compartments 
to prevent the danger of explosion, 
and the petrol can be pumped from 
any section of the tank so as to trim 
the ship. 
The car is inclosed tfith 
tightly-stretched silk, the two sides 
forming a vertical plane and the 
wide roof a horizontal plane, all 
constructed for giving stability to the 
ship in the air. 
At the stern of the 
vessel is a rudder of some 900 square 
feet in the form of a bicycle wheel, 
which despite its great 
size 
only 
weighs thirty pounds. 
A little for­ 
ward of the centre is placed a very 
heavy motor, built for endurance and 


safety, of seventy horse-power and 
having 
a 
weight 
of D00 pounds, 
which is warranted to run constantly 
and steadily for as many hours as 
we wish. 
In this new airship the 
propellers, which are of the same 
type as those used in French military 
airships, are placed in the centre of 
either side of the vessel. 
They con­ 
sist of two blades of steel eleven feet 
in diameter and capable of 3SO revo­ 
lutions per minute. 


“The living quarters of the airship 
are in triangular bunk-like spaces 
within the inclosed car. 
These are 
capable of accommodating ten 
or 
twelve men and twelve dogs, together 
with our provisions and equipment. 
Suspended from the roof of the air­ 
ship and running on light rails is a 
tank containing 600 pounds of pro­ 
visions, which by means of a windlass 
in the navigating room can bo run 
the entire length of the car, so as to 
supply our food wherever necessary 
and also to balance the ship. 
The 
total weight of the steel car and tank 
is 2200 pounds. 
The motors, screws 
and machinery weigh 1350 pounds. 
We carry in our tank 6000 pounds 
of petrol, capable of running the 
motor for 150 hours at a normal 
speed of fourteen knots per hour, 
giving a total radius of action from 
the liquid fuel of 2100 knots. 
The 
weight of the cargo we carry dimin­ 
ishes on an average 600 pounds per 
day by the consumption of petrol for 
the motor, while the loss of lifting 
power by leakage of gas through 
the skin of the balloon will probably 
not exceed 150 pounds per day. The 
net result of^this is that we have on 
an average day 450 pounds to 500 
pounds of lifting force no longer 
required and represent just so much 
gas to be disposed of and to main­ 
tain the equilibrium of the ship. 


“Ordinarily the surplus gas would 
be allowed to escape 
through 
the 
valves, but inasmuch 
as 
hydrogen 
has a »very high calorific power we 
have thought it a pity to waste good 
fuel, and by actual experiments we 
have found that we can burn the 
surplus hydrogen in our motor with 
the result that we have a further 
thirty hours of motoring from waste 
gas, giving a total of ISO hours at 
fourteen knots per hour— that is to 
say, we have a total radius of action 
of 2500 miles, or double the distance 
from our base to the pole and back 
again. 
If we can get but two-thirds 
of the value of these figures we shall 
still have fifty per cent, margin over 
our needs for our journey from Spitz­ 
bergen to the pole and back. 


“It is our intention during oui 
voyage to the pole to be always in 
contact with the earth by means of a 
guide-rope. 
We shall never ascend 
more than 300 feet to 500 feet, and 
our guide-rope will trail over the sur­ 
face of the earth. 
The guide rope 
is absolutely essential to the safety 
of our navigation and is of consider­ 
able weight. 
Instead of employing 
a steel line we have made what I call 
a leather serpent fifteen inches in di­ 
am eter and 140 feet long and weigh­ 
ing about 1400 
pounds. 
This 
is 
packed full of reserve food, weighing 
1200 pounds, and is suspended from 
the airship by means of a steel rope. 
It is covered with steel scales to pro­ 
j e c t the leather and to make the 
whole guide travel smoothly over 
ice and snow. 
It will also float on 
the sea. 
By means of the enlarge­ 
ment of the airship and food con­ 
tained in the guide-rope we are able 
to carry with us a total of 3000 
pounds of food, or enough to enable 
the crew of the airship to subsist on 
its own store for a period of ten 
months without having recourse to 
game or outside supplies.“— W ash­ 
ington Star.

This is account­ 
ed for by the fact th at the inventor, 
Dr. Engineer Paul Heroult, a French­ 
man, has kept the success a secret

The mystic shrine of Monsalvai* 
1 10 home of the Holy Grail, borne 
away from human strife to th at re­ 
mote corner of the world, long haunt­ 
ed the medieval mind. 
As the orig­ 
inally Celtic talc of Sir Percival slow­ 
ly developed in Germany, Monsalvat 
became an essential part of tho le­ 
gend; it was inevitable that when 
in modern times th at legend again 
emerges in the crowning achievement 
of W agner's genius, the Grail is still 
preserved by a religious order at 
Monsalvift, in Gothic Spain, not far 
from the land of the Moslems. 


The northerners who dreamed of 
Monsalvat in their moments of fer­ 
vent devotion or romantic exaltation 
had heard a rumor, hut for the most 
part they knew little or nothing of 
its kernel of fact. 
Yet the rum or 
itself is the most potent evidence of 
the world-wide fascination which the 
ancient mountain shrine of Montser­ 
rat exerted over the imagination of 
men for more than a thousand years, 
and, indeed, still exerts even to-day. 
It is in vain th at ono climbs the 
heights of Montserrat with memories 
of Amfortas and the “pure fool.“ 
When we have made our way up, be­ 
yond even the shrine and the monas­ 
tery, to tho great ravine which is 
said to have rent the summit of the 
mountain at the moment of the Cru­ 
cifixion, and when, wo have passed 
the fantastic row of rocky pinnacles 
to which the name of “ Guardians of 
the Holy Grail“ has been assigned, 
we have seen all that there is to con­ 
nect the real M ontserrat with the 
legendary Monsalvat.

the Holy Grail should have its sole 
and immortal shrine in the human 
imagination.— Harper's.

The Unruly Chagres River. 


The great problem of the construc­ 
tion of a sea level canal, or of any 
canal at Panama, is the disposition 
of the water of the Chagres River and 
its tributaries. 
As we have seen, the 
canal is to be constructed in the val­ 
ley 
of this river for twenty-seven 
miles, when it leaves the Chagres and 
follows the valley of its tributary the 
Obispo. 
At the point where the Cha­ 
gres Valley and the canal diverge, 
the river discharges in the dry season 
as low a volume as 300 cubic feet a 
second, but it has been known at 
times of iiood to discharge, in round 
numbers, SO,000 cubic feet a second. 
This m ust be taken care of in some 
way so as not to overwhelm the ca­ 
nal.

Loavy ice In the water to offer any 
menace to the wclI-buUt bateau. 


"As the jagged walls of Ice con- 
verged together, the Imprisoned cur- 
rent raced on faster and faster. 
It 
was not long before tho gray-green 
water was running like a mill-race. 
Wo realized now that the river had 
<18 within its relentless power; 
it 
could do with us as it willed. 


"The little, old, frost-pinched voy- 
ageur. Fell;: Campau, standing at tho 
rear of tho bateau, laughed a cracked 
and mirthless laugh, and said, 
'1 
wish it ice-jam all way to wood- 
cutters' camp. 
Wo go there vera 
quick then. 
Phiah! 
This water, it

"But i did pot agree with Felix Jn 
hoping that the jam should bo far e^- 
tended. 
There was u bend in this 
lc5e-canon three hundred yards ahead, 
and as we shot on down toward it I 
became possessed with a feeling that

"And this feeling clung.

Never So Great Interest in the Subject 


—A Better Class of Enlistments — 
Training System Is New — The Ex- 
-anriinations Mean Something. 
There has never been so great in- 


terest taken in naval matters hi this 
-country as it present, writes the 
\Vashingtoa correspondent of the New 
York Tribune. The recent finding of 
the bones of Paul Jones, the sweeping 
victory of Togo over the Russians, 
.and our own achievements at Manila 
and Santiago during the Spanish War, 
all have had the effect of awakening 
among our people a keen interest in 
the navy. Witn the President enthus- 
iastically in favor of upbuilding the 
navy, this country is expected to be- 
•come in a few years one of the fore 
most nava! powers of the world. 


The big vessels being added to the 


navy must be manned and their crews 
must be trained. 
While it is gener- 


-aliy kaowa that the navy offers excel- 
lent oi/pormcities for good life places, 
It is not so generally understood that 
ii is not absolutely necessary to be 
SppointeJ to the Xaval Academy in 
order to roach commissioned rank. 


Tlie "United States X'avy today is 


compose.! practically of Americans, 
-and, of course, laau for man, there is 
no superior navy in existence. The 
xaea are well cared for, have the best j 
liieuicai attendance when ill, receive j 
good food and plenty of it, and have j 
frequent liberty in home or foreign | 
ports. 
j 


Formerly the navy was recruited al- j 


most exclusively from the seafaring ] 
class. A large percentage of the men 1 
thus secured were of foreign birth, i 
.and "'rummies," accustomed to hard 
knocks, who did not expect to receive 
roiich consideration nor good treat- 
ment. 


A change for the better, however, 


-has taken place. Now it is require-! 
of a man on first enlistment that he _ 
he a citizen of the United States, by j 
birth cr naturalization; he must oe j 
young and able to read and write. It i 
is not necessary that he possess the j 
slightest knowledge of the sea; in- ' 
-•struction in the line of his new duties 
is given after enlistment. It is a com- 
mon: saying in the service that half of 
'tbe navy is training the other half. A 
TOUH;; man eighteen years old. from 
the farm or shop, and without any 
meclianical trade, who enlists, is. first 
taught "sailorizmg." He is sent to 
one of the three training stations — 
st Newport, Norfolk cr San Francisco. 
There he receives, without cost to 
him, an outfit of clothing needed in 
the service, valued at S45. After 
donning the uniform the new Jack tar 
is assigned to a company and instruct- 
ed in setting up exercises, battalion 
and company drills, taught how to 
care for ills clothes, bag and hammock, 
how to look out for himself, and re- 
ceives such ether rudimentary training 
as is possible at a shore station. 


Attached to the training stations are 


several small craft, mostly yachts pur- 
.chaseu during the Spanish war for use 
.as auxiliary gunboats. These vessels 
are used for short weekly trips in in- 
land waters, •with drafts of recruits 
vrho have been at the station about a 
monta. Each yacht has a seasoned. 
.skeleton crew. The embryo sailorraan 
is thus taught seamanship and the 
-ship's habits in smooth waters. These 
.short cruises are always interesting. 
The trips from Norfolk are up the 
Potomac River to Washington and in- 
termediate points up the Chesapeake 
Bay to Baltimore and Annapolis, and 
up the James, the York and the Rap- 
pahannock rivers to historic old places 
in Virginia. The yachts were origi- 
nally buiit for pleasure cruising and 
owned by wealthy men, and are hand- 
somely fitted up and comfortable. Lib- 
erty is granted at all places of in- 
terest. and parties of sightseers from 
the training ships are frequently seen 
on the streets of Washington and in 
the publij buildings.

The Mischief Which the Modern Mari- 


ner Most Dreads. 


The greatest perils to which trans- 


atlantic steamships are now exposed 
do not result from storms. These ves- 
sels are so stanch that they can stand 
any weather, though their passengers 
may not be able to do so. The dang- 
ers which the experienced navigator 
most dreads are these Avhich result 
from the presence of icebergs ami 
from fog. When the weather is clear 
the former can be discovered, and it 
is large!3" beeausa a fog may hide 
an iceberg that it is dreaded. A fog 
may also conceal a vessel approaching 
from the opposite direction, but there 
is comparatively little chance of a col- 
lision nowadays, because where fogs 
are most common outbound and in- 
bound steamships usually follow dif- 
ferent paths. 


Besides the relationship between 


fogs and icebergs already mentioned, 
there is another. 
The former are 


brought down from the western coast 
of Greenland by a marine current 
which follows the Labrador coast, 
skirts Newfoundland and then swerves

Mover So Great Interest in the Subject 


—A Better Class of 
Enlistments— 


Training System Is New—The 
Ex 


•ammations Mean Something. 
There has never been so great in 
terest taken in naval matters in this 
country 
as 
at 
present, 
writes 
tiie 
AVashington correspondent of the New 
York Tribune. 
The recent iinding of 
the bones of Paul Jones» tlie sweeping 
victory of Togo over the Russians. 
4ind our own achievements at Manila 
and Santiago during the Spanish War. 
all have had the effect of awakening 
among our people a keen Interest in 
the navy. 
Witn the President enthus- 
iastically In favor of upbuilding the 
navy, this country Is expected to be- 
come In a few years one of the fore 
Jnost naval powers of the world. 


The big vessels being added to the 
mavy must be manned and their crews 
must be trained. 
While it is gener- 
ally known that the navy offers excel- 
lent op'portunities for good life places, 
it is not so generally understood that 
it is not absolutely necessary to be 
appointed to the Naval Academy In 
order to reach commissioned rank. 


The 'United States Navy today is 
composed 
practically of 
Americans, 
•and, of course, man for man, there is 
no superior navy In existence. 
T!ie 
men are' well cared for. have the best 
ihedical attendance when ill, receive 
good food and plenty of it, and have 
frequent liberty in home or foreign 
ports. 


Formerly the navy was recruited al- 
most exclusively from the seafaring 
class. 
A large percentage of the men 
thus secured were of foreign' birth, 
.and "rummies," accustomed to hard 
knocks, who did not expect to receive 
much consideration nor good 
treat- 
ment. 


A change for the better, however, 
iias taken place. 
Now It Is required 
of a man on first enlistment that he 
Tie a citizen of the United States, by 
birth or naturalization; he must De 
young and able to read and write. It 
Is not necossary that he possess the 
:sllghtest knowledge of the sea; 
in- 
rstruction in the line of his new duties 
is given after enlistment. It is a com- 
mon' riaying in the service that half of 
the navy is training the other half. A 
ybuns man eighteen years old, from 
the farm or shop, and without any 
meclianical trade, who enlists, is^ first 
taught "sailorising." 
He is sent to 
one of the three training stations— 
at Newport. Norfolk or San Francisco. 
There he receives, without cost to 
him, an outfit of clothing needed in 
the 
service, 
valued 
at 
?45. 
After 
donning the uniform the new Jack tar 
Is assigned to a company and instruct- 
ed in setting up exercises, battalion 
and company drills, taught how to 
care for Ills clothes, bag and hammock, 
how to look out for himself, and re- 
ceives such other rudimentary training 
as is possible at a shore station. 


Attached to the training stations are 
several smaFl craft, mostly yachts pur- 
chased during the Spanish war for use 
4is auxiliary gunboats. 
These vessels 
are used for short weekly trips In in- 
)a?3d waters, with drafts of recruits 
who have been at the station about a 
montn. 
Each yacht has a seasoned 
^skeleton crew. The embryo sallorrnan 
is thus taught seamanship and the 
.ship's habits in smooth waters. These 
.shorL cruises are always interesting. 
1'ae trips from Norfolk are up the 
Potomac River to Washington and in- 
termediate points up the Chesapeake 
Bay to Baltimore and Annapolis, and 
up the James, the York and the Rap- 
pahannock rivers to historic old places 
in Virginia. 
The yachts were origi- 
nally built for pleasure cruising and 
owned by wealthy men, and are hand- 
isomely fitted up and comfortable. Llb- 
-erty is granted at all places of in- 
terest, and parties of sightseers from 
the training ships are frequently seen 
•on the streets of Washington and in 
the publlo buildings. 


After a few months at the training 
station, the recruits are sent in drafts 
on 
board 
cruising 
training 
ships. 
These are large, seagoing vessels of 
the converted cruiser type, aud as' a 
rule are big, comfortable vesels which 
^vere bought by the navy at the begin- 
ning of the Spanish war from the pas- 
.senger and freight steamship 
lines. 


T n e cruise Is in Southern waters in 
the winter time, and to the Mediter- 
ranean or along the NwW England 
•coast in the summer time, and lasts 
about six months. 
Upon the comple- 
tion of the cruise the recruits are ex- 
amined for promotion, and transferred 
to the general service In the rating of 
«eamen or ordinary seamen. 
There- 
.after advancement Is steady, and fair- 
ly rapid. It depends entirely upon the 
individual ability and etl'ort. 
The op- 
portunity 
exists, for, owing to 
the 
Tapid expansion of the navy, men for 
the petty oificers' billets cannot be 
'crained fast enough to supply the de- 
•¿nand. It is possible tor a bright young 
"jnan who enters the service at $11j a 
month to reach the grade of chief pet- 
1/ ofllcer, with pay ranging from ?50 
to §70 a month, during one enlist- 
•tnent, 
All cliief petty ofilcers who 
have served creditably in that grade 
'\or one year receive ?70. 


The present training service is a 
consolidation of the old landsman and 
«apprentice training systems, and has 
been in force since last fall, with ex- 
cellent results. 
Now all men without 
j)revious sea service, or without any 
special trade or calling, are enlisted 
as apprentice seamen, at ?16 a month, 
as compared with the old rate of 
3t enti'ance- 


In addition io the training of ap- 
l^rontlce se?.nien, schools are maintain- 
ed for electricians, yeomen 
(clerical 


force), t^^e carpenterV gang, painters, 
machiiilsts, hospital men, and t'ho like, 
all open to recruits with an aptitude 
for such trades or occupations, but 
without sufiiclent experience to hold 
the raîing on board ship. 
The mon 
turned out of these schools receive 
pay varying from $30 to $40. accord- 


For men who have served one en- 
listment and roceivod an honorable dis 
charse. there is the Gunnery School 
at 
Washington, 
and 
the 
Torpedo 
School at Newport, where men are 
taught ordnance electricity, submarine 
wiring, diving and similar duties. 


Every opportunity Is given for ath* 
letics and recreation. 
Baseball out- 
fits are supplied to vessels, and a keen 
rivalry exists between the teams of 
the different vessels; boat races are 
frequent, and the prizes offered for 
these contests are well worth striving 
for. 
In addition, a purse Is usually 
made up among the rooters for tho 
crew on board tho ship, and this in 
a recent Instance amounted to several 
hundred dollars. 


A man who has served seven years, 
and has reached the grade of chief 
petty olficer. and Is still under thirty- 
five. Is eligible for appointment 
to 
warranl rank, which insures him a 
comfortable berth for lilfe. with pay 
ranging from $1,200 to §2.200, and re- 
tirement for age or disability at gon 
erous 
pay. 
Warrant 
ofilcers 
often 
have small independent commands. 


Warrant officers are In turn permit- 
ted to take the examination for ap- 
pointment as ensign, the lowest com- 
missioned rank of the lino. 
An ex- 
amination is held every year. 
Last 
year ton warrant ofiicers passed 
a 
successful examination, iind were com- 
missioned as ensigns. 
An excellent 
example of tho possibilities of ad- 
vancement In the navy is the case of 
Lieutenant Soule. I-Ie entered the ser- 
vice as apprentice at $9 a month in 
1S84; ho Avas promoted through the 
enlisted grades to chief petty ofllcer, 
passed the examination for gunner, 
and when the present law became op- 
erative in 1901, he stood the exam- 
ination for ensign, and was the 
first 
candidate to be commissioned. In 1904 
he was promoted to lieutenant, junior 
grade, and in the spi'ing of 1905 reach- 
ed tho grade of lieutenant, with a 
yearly pay of about $2,500. Ho fs now 
on recruiting-duty in the Middle West.

It is Only Here and There That Ore 
of 
These 
Old-Time 
Appliances 
Is 
Seen Making Its Revclulions Before 
a Glowing Range. 
The 
spit 
is 
numbered 
with 
tho 
things that have been. It is only hero 
and there, as an honorable exception, 
. that its delicate revolutions before 
the glowing range arc to be witnessed. 
It is, in fact, so generally disused aud 
forgotten, that it is no longer even 
"trophled" on tho kitchen wall among 
the burnished regalia which still adorn 
it. 
But to those Avho can remember 
the old time superiority of English 
fare the spit was tho implement by 
which its supreme excellence was con- 
summated. 
To take it in its emble- 
matic significance Is to see it pointing 
regretfully to a past in which ICng- 
llsh methods rul'id tho roast. 
And 
these seem to have culminated somo 
fifty years since. Our home bred meat 
had then been brought to a high pitch 
of periection. tho kitchen range had 
been vastly improved, and the friend- 
ly smoke jack still gave power to the 
spit. 


As the only cooking animal, man Is 
justly interested in the question. 
Dhl 
he first learn to roast or to seethe? 
The point has been warmly, and of 
'course 
learnedly, 
debated, 
though 
there can be little doubt that the for- 
mer method—if roasting it could be 
called—claims a clear priority. 
Now,, 
in the popular sense, roasting is a 
process of cookery which involves di- 
rect exposure to the radiated heat of 
an open fire. The primitive roast in 
hot embers, or by heated stones, as 
well as the so called roast in a mod- 
ern oven, are therefore both excluded 
by the terms of the definition. 
Broil- 
ing, however, is a distinct form of tho 
operation, and is perhaps justly re- 
garded as one of tho most wholesome 
of all culinary processes. 
But then 
it only lends Itself to those minor 
transactions for which the gridiron is 
sufilcient. 
Our incomparable roasts— 


housewife, and performs—oi promisf^s 
to perform—so many functions at tho 
same time, that tho model kitchener 
has come to be -ogarded as a kind of 
fairy godmother. 
But to speak of Us 
even as a "roaster" Is a mlsuso of 
terms. 
Our joints now belong to tho 
inferior order of "baked meats,** for 
which also we have to- bo grateful, 
But it would bo futile to contend that 
these have tho succulence and flavor, 
tho rich crispness 
and 
vitality, 
of 
their duty roasted follows. Tho glory 
of the English joint was established 
under the empire of tho spit.—London 
Globe.

FOGS ON THE ATLANTIC. 


The Mischief Which the Modern MarN 
ner Most DrcacJs. 


The greatest perils to which trans- 
atlantic steamships are now exposed 
do not result from storms. Those ves- 
sels are so stanch that they can stand 
any weather, though their passengers 
may not be able to do so. 
The dang- 
ers which the experienced navigator 
most dreads are those which result 
from tho presence of icebergs 
and 
from fog. When the weather is clear 
the foinner can be discovered, and it 
is largely because a fog may 
hide 
an iceberg that it is dreaded. 
A fog 
may also conceal a vessel approaching 
from the o])posite direction, but there 
Is comparatively little chance of a col- 
lision nowadays, because where fogs 
are most common outbound and in- 
bound steamships usually follow dif- 
ferent paths. 


Besides 
the

between 
fogs and icebergs already mentioned, 
there 
is another. 
The 
former 
are 
brought down from the western coast 
of 
Greenland by a marine 
current 
which 
follows the 
Labrador 
coast, 
skirts Newfoundland and then swerves 
westward 
and 
southwestward. 
Ice- 
bergs are seldom or never observed 
very much to the southward of New- 
foundland, for the Gulf Stream melts 
them in that vicinity. 
Now, where 
these Two currents meet there is an 
encounter of warm, moist air borne 
gently northward from the ocean with 
the chfil waters of the polar currcnr. 
It is the resulting condensation of 
vapor which makes tho fog. 


So i'Av as the water alone is con- 
cerned, pretty sharp contrasts of tem- 
perature exist in winter as well as 
summer. 
The prevailing direction of 
the wind in cold weather, however, irj 
different from that of tho warm sea- 
son. It comes from the north or north- 
west, is chill)% and carries little vapor. 
In summer the wind comes from tho 
south most of the time. 
Again, even 
If fug did have a chance to form In 
v/inter, it would not last long, for there 
are frequent changes in the direction 
6i the wind at that season, whereas 
In summer the air is more stagnant, 
and a fog once developed might then 
stay In one spot for days at a time 
—New York Tribune. 


Tea Drunkenness. 


Tea has undoubtedly Its victims as 
well as alcohol, though we think It 
would be absurd to say that the for- 
mer beverage shares with the latter 
any serious 
connection witli 
crime 
Both, of ccur.se, may ezisily be sourctM 
of disturbance to health, and Immod 
erato tea drinking is, in one sense, 
just as physiologically sinful as drink- 
ing an alcoholic beverage to excesij. 
Alcohol is, of course, a nioz'o insidiour-s 
poison than tea, and its effects are 
more drastic and perceptible. 
Never- 
theless, tea may be equally siealthy 
in disturbing functional equilibrium. 


As a factor to disease excessive tea 
drinking is very often overlooked, and 
It does not occur to many persons 
that tea may be the source of their 
trouble. At any rate, when the abuse 
of tea in such instances gives place 
to the drinking of It in a rational man- 
ner and in moderate quantllles 
the 
common symptoms of disturbance of 
the gastric function, such as 
flatulence 
and Irregular action of the heart and 
of the nervous system, such as tremu- 
lousness and excitability^ disappear,— 
i^ondon Lancet.

of the Tudors. 
The breed was thor- 
oughly established in the reign of Eliz- 
abeth, when Dr. .lohannes Cams so 
quaintly 
described 
these 
so 
callcd 
"curs" at their work. 
"For when any 
meate is to be roasted they go into a 
wheele, which 
they, turninge 
about 
with the weight of their bodies, so 
diligently 
look 
to 
their 
husinesse, 
that no drudge or skulllon can doe the 
fixate more cunningly." 
The office of 
the dog was at length superseded by 
the Invention of the smokejack, which 
was itself only rendered possible by 
the vast improvements made in the 
construction of chimneys and grates. 
But for seme years previously 
the 
spits of not a few of our larger ranges 
were turned by a water power, a not- 
able instance once existing at a fam- 
ous inn at Matlock, where a natural 
spring of water was brought through 
a conduit pipe expressly for that pur- 
pose. 
In the course of these changes 
we may be sure that the spits them- 
selves did "ot stand still. 
A Avell ap- 
pointed kitchen contained a perfect 
armory of all sizes and designed for 
as many purposes and occasions. Tho 
facility with which the front of the 
range could be extended at i)leasurc 
necessitated spits of different lengths; 
and no vision of good cheer could bo 
more inspiring than the sight of tho 
glowing fire, with three or four spits 
doing • holesome duty before it, each 
charged v.ith its own contribution to 
tho sum total of the feast. 


A considerable improvement was ef- 
fected 
by 
the 
introduction 
of 
tho 
cradle spit, a contrivance by which 
the necessity of piercing the joint was 
avoided. And there were special spits 
for poultry, and so-called bird spit.s, 
often attached for tho nonce to their 
bigger brethren, and on which 
tho 
small deer of the larder were brought 
to their most 
delectable 
condition. 
Thus, from quail or ortolan to the im- 
posing turkey, from the most delicate 
neck of venison to the sober solidity 
of the sirloin, the spit worked 
its 
wonders upon all, with a result only 
too feelingly recorded in the annals 
of the time. 


Tne power of the spit was doubtless 
shaken by the ingenious contrivance 
known as the "bottlejack," which for 
the smaller 
domestic 
j'oastings an- 
swered extremely v;ejl. But a greater 
change was imminent. 
The general 
substitution of the "kitchener" for the 
open range was a direct blov/ to that 
fine old institution, the roast. We can- 
not have everything, and 
the 
"hot 
plate" Is doubtless a convenience—it 
has, indeed, becomo a necessity—in 
cookery *'as she is taught" and prac- 
ticed Joday.

Worry is excessive consciousness of self, of possible deficien­ 
cies or errors or of impending misfortunes that will probably never arrive. It 
prefers to look forward rather than backward. Nearly every one has sufficient 
philosophy to gaze with calm eyes on the past, whatever horrors it contains. 
Only the future appalls the worrier. 
And there arc two ways of looking at 
the future—one through a glass that magnifies Its evils and minimizes its 
rewards; the other »which enlarges its attractions and disregards everything 
that tends to diminish them. 


One of the happiest women that ever lived was practically an invalid all 
her days. 
She was Elizabeth Barrett Browning, and no woman can read her 
life and the love letters exchanged between her and her poet husband with­ 
out realizing that she at least found a cure for worry and persistent ill- 
health in a perfect love. 
Not all of us, of course, may reach such poetic 
heights. 
Very fe»w of us can live on them permanently.

mvl dumb and sightless almost from birth, has yet reached out of darkness 
and despair and found such light as is vouchsafed to very few, every woman, 
no matter what her handicap, must take courage and heart of grace. ^ 


Worrying comes largely from regarding the actual phase of life tnrougn 
which one is passing as the only one, instead of taking it as perhaps a dis­ 
agreeable portion of a great journey which at tho very next curve of the road 
may open a smiling vista of happiness and peace.—New York Evening v\ orln.

•‘I think that it was on the third 
of the month that we started from 
Dawson. 
The mercury was dropping 
rapidly, tho ice-mush in the open cur­ 
rent was thickening; but all went 
Imootlily for many miles. 
Wo did 
not row; wo lot tho bateau drift with 
the ice-filled water, merely taking 
pains to guide the rather clumsy 
craft, with oars fitted to each end, 
wherever the current lan swifest. 


“ Though we expected at every turn 
of the river to come upon an ice- 
|am, which would mako us drag the 
cargo and bateau round on tho two 
sledges tho river-men had brought 
for tho purpose, it was not until 
we were within three miles of the 
¿arrows at Cliff Creek that wo found 
the main channel obstructed to any 
great extent. 
Hero masses of great 
heaped-up blocks of ice began to 
reach out from each shore, and grad­ 
ually coniine the current to much 
narrower limits. A mile farther down, 
these unbroken ice-walls, from fifteen 
to twenty fact in height, pinched to­ 
gether until only a slender lane of 
racing water showed between. 


“ It was evident that an Immense 
fam had formed hero some days be­ 
fore, and the press of accumulated 
water becoming tremendous, a weak 
«pot in tho center had flnall| given 
away. 
We 
congratulated onrselves 
that tho break had occurred, and 
without suspecting the least danger, 
allowed the bateau to float on down 
the quickening current between tho 
closing walls. 
It never entered our 
heads that the swiftly running water 
;ould do otherwise than shortly sweep 
as clear of tho broken jam. 
The ice- 
walls on each side were grounded on 
the river-bed; tho whole current of 
the river was rushing down this open 
lane, and we reasoned that it must 
come out to the width of its normal 
channel again not so very far below.

CHARMS OF THE NAVY. 


ÍT OFFERS A FASCINATING CA­ 
REER TO YOUNG MEN. 


Never So Great Interest In the Subject 
—A Better Class of Enlistments— 
Training System Is New—The Ex 
•animations Mean Something, 
There has never been so great in 
terest taken in naval matters in this 
country as 
at present, writes 
the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Tribune. 
The recent ihuling of 
th e bones of Paul Jones, the sweeping 
victory of Togo over the Russians, 
And our own achievements at Manila 
and Santiago during the Spanish War, 
all have had the effect of awakening 
among our people a keen interest 1n 
the navy. Witn the President enthus­ 
iastically in favor of upbuilding the 
navy, this country is expected to be­ 
com e in a few years one of the fore 
m ost naval powers of the world. 


The big vessels being added to the 
tnavy must be manned and their crews 
m ust be trained. 
While it is gener­ 
ally known that the nayy offers excel­ 
lent opportunities for good life places, 
it is not so generally understood that 
it is not absolutely necessary to be 
Appointed to the Naval Academy in 
order to reach commissioned rank. 


The 'United States Navy today is 
composed practically of Americans, 
.and, of course, man for man, there is 
no superior navy in existence. 
The 
men are' well cared for, have the best 
llietiical attendance when ill, receive 
good food and plenty of it, and have 
frequent liberty in home or foreign 
ports. 


Formerly the navy was recruited al­ 
most exclusively from the seafaring 
class. A large percentage of the men 
thus secured were of foreign' birth, 
.and ‘"rummies,” accustomed to hard 
knocks, who did not expect to receive 
much consideration nor good treat- 
znent. 


A change for the better, however, 
lhas taken place. 
Now it is required 
of a man 011 first enlistment that he 
be a citizen of the United States, by 
birth or naturalization; he must De 
young and able to read and write. It 
is not necessary that he possess the 
«lightest knowledge of the sea; in­ 
struction in the line of his new duties 
Is given after enlistment. It is a com­ 
mon' ¡saying in the service that half of 
th e navy is training the other half. A 
youns man eighteen years old, from 
the farnx or shop, and without any 
mechanical trade, who enlists, ia* first 
taught “sailorising.” 
lie is sent to 
one of the three training stations— 
at Newport, Norfolk or San Francisco. 
There he receives, without cost to 
him, an outfit of clothing needed in 
the service, valued at $45. 
After 
donning the uniform the new Jack tar 
is assigned to a company and instruct­ 
ed in setting up exercises, battalion 
and company drills, taught how to 
care for ills clothes, bag and hammock, 
how to look out for himself, and re­ 
ceives such other rudimentary training 
as is possible at a shore station. 


Attached to the training stations are 
several small craft, mostly yachts pur­ 
chased during the Spanish war for use 
♦as auxiliary gunboats. 
These vessels 
are used for short weekly trips in in­ 
land waters, with drafts of recruits 
who have been at the station about a 
montn. 
Each yacht has a seasoned 
.skeleton crew. The embryo sailorman 
is thus taught seamanship and the 
►ship’s habits in smooth waters. These 
.short cruises are always interesting. 
The trips from Norfolk are up the 
Potomac River to Washington and in­ 
termediate points up the Chesapeake 
Bay to Baltimore and Annapolis, and 
up the James, the York and the Rap­ 
pahannock rivers to historic old places 
in Virginia. 
The yachts were origi­ 
nally built for pleasure cruising and 
owned by wealthy men, and are hand­ 
somely fitted up and comfortable. Lib­ 
erty is granted at all places of in­ 
terest, and parties of sightseers from 
the training ships are frequently seen 
o n the streets of Washington and in 
the publio buildings. 


After a few months at the training 
station, the recruits are sent in drafts 
on 
board 
cruising 
training 
ships. 
These are large, seagoing vessels of 
the converted cruiser type, ami as* a 
rule are big, comfortable vesels which 
^ e r e bought by the navy at the begin­ 
ning of the Spanish war from the pas­ 
senger and freight steamship lines. 
T h e cruise is in Southern waters in 
the winter time, and to the Mediter­ 
ranean or along the NwW England 
♦coast in the summer time, and lasts 
about six months. 
Upon the comple­ 
tion of the cruise the recruits are ex­ 
amined for promotion, and transferred 
to the general service in the rating of 
«eamen or ordinary seamen. 
There­ 
after advancement is steady, and fair­ 
ly rapid. It depends entirely upon the 
individual ability and effort. 
The op­ 
portunity exists, for, owing to the 
rapid expansion of the navy, men for 
the petty officers1 billets cannot be 
•¿rained fast enough to supply the de- 
vnand. It is possible for a bright young 
m an who enters the service at $10 a 
month to reach the grade of chief pet- 
iy oiiicer, with pay ranging from 550 
to §70 a month, during one enlist- 
•caent, 
All chief petty officers who 
have served creditably in that grade 
'for one year receive $70. 


The present training service is a 
consolidation of the old landsman and 
apprentice training systems, and has 
been in force since last fall, with ex­ 
cellent results. Now all men without 
previous sea service, or without any 
special trade or calling, are enlisted 
as apprentice seamen, at $16 a month, 
as compared with the old rate of $9 
enti'ance. 
In addition to the training of ap­ 
prentice seamen, schools are maintain­ 
ed for electricians, yeomen (clerical 


force), ttye carpenterY gang, painters» 
machinists, hospital men, and Che like, 
all open to recruits with an aptitude 
for such trades or occupations, but 
without sufficient experience to hold 
the raiing on board ship. 
The men 
turned out of these schools receive 
pay varying from $30 to $40, accord- 


For men who have served one en* 
listment and received an honorable dis 
chame, there is the Gunnery School 
at 
Washington, 
and 
the 
Torpedo 
School at Newport, where men are 
taught ordnance electricity, submarino 
wiring, diving and similar duties. 


Every opportunity is given for ath« 
letics and recreation. 
Baseball out­ 
fits are supplied to vessels, and a keen 
rivalry exists between the teams of 
the different vessels; boat races are 
frequent, and the prizes offered for 
these contests are well worth striving 
for. 
In addition, a purse is usually 
made up among the rooters for the 
crew on board the ship, and this in 
a recent instance amounted to several 
hundred dollars. 


A man who has served seven years, 
and has reached the grade of chief 
petty officer, and is still under thirty- 
live, is eligible for appointment to 
warrant rank, which insures him ?i i 
comfortable berth for lilfe, with pay 
ranging from $1,200 to $2,200, and re­ 
tirement for age or disability at gen 
erous 
pay. 
W arrant officers 
often 
have small independent commands. 


W arrant officers are in turn permit­ 
ted to take the examination for ap­ 
pointment as ensign, the lowest com­ 
missioned rank of the line. 
An ex­ 
amination is held every year. 
Last 
year ten warrant officers passed a 
successful examination, and were com­ 
missioned as ensigns. 
An excellent 
example of the possibilities of ad­ 
vancement in the navy is the case of 
Lieutenant Soule. I-Ie entered the ser­ 
vice as apprentice at $9 a month in 
1S84; he was promoted through the 
enlisted grades to chief petty officer, 
passed the examination for gunner, 
and when the present law became op 
erative in 1901, he stood the exam­ 
ination for ensign, and was the first 
candidate to be commissioned. In 1904 
he was promoted to lieutenant, junior 
grade, and in the spring of 1905 reach­ 
ed the grade of lieutenant, with a 
yearly pay of about $2,500.

FOGS ON THE ATLANTIC. 


The Mischief Which the Modern Mari­ 
ner Most Dreads. 


The greatest perils to which trans­ 
atlantic steamships are now exposed 
do not result from storms. Those ves­ 
sels are so stanch that they can stand 
any weather, though their passengers 
may not be able to do so. 
The dang­ 
ers which the experienced navigator 
most dreads are those which result 
from the presence of icebergs and 
from fog. When the weather is clear 
the former can be discovered, and it 
is largely because a fog may hide 
an iceberg that it is dreaded. 
A fog 
may also conceal a vessel approaching 
from the opposite direction, but there 
is comparatively little chance of a col­ 
lision nowadays, because where fogs 
are most common outbound and in­ 
bound steamships usually follow dif­ 
ferent paths. 


Besides the relationship between 
fogs and icebergs already mentioned, 
there is another. 
The former are 
brought down from the western coast 
of 
Greenland by a marine current 
which follows the Labrador coast, 
skirts Newfoundland and then swerves 
westward 
and 
south west ward. 
Ice­ 
bergs are seldom or never observed 
very much to the southward of New­ 
foundland, for the Gulf Stream melts 
them in that vicinity. 
Now, where 
these Two currents meet there is an 
encounter of warm, moist air borne 
gently northward from the ocean with 
the chfll waters of the polar currenr. 
It is the resulting condensation of 
vapor which makes the fog. 


So Mr as the water alone is con­ 
cerned, pretty sharp contrasts of tem ­ 
perature exist in winter as well as 
summer. 
The prevailing direction of 
the wind in cold wpather, however, itj 
different from that of the warm sea­ 
son. It comes from the north or north­ 
west, is chilly, and carries little vapor. 
In summer the wind conies from the 
south most of the time. 
Again, even 
if fog did have a chance to form in 
winter, it would not last long, for there 
are frequent changes in the direction 
6f the wind at that season, whereas 
In summer the air is more stagnant, 
and a fog once developed might then 
stay in one spot for days at a time 
—New York Tribune.

Both, of course, may easily be source,** 
of disturbance to health, and immod 
erato tea drinking is, in one sense, 
just as physiologically sinful as drink­ 
ing an alcoholic beverage to excess 
Alcohol is, of course, a more insidious 
poison than tea, and its effects are 
more drastic and perceptible. 
Never­ 
theless, tea may be equally sfealthy 
in disturbing functional equilibrium. 


As a factor to disease excessive tea 
drinking is very often overlooked, and 
it does not occur to many persons 


It is Only Here and There That Ore 
of These Old-Time Appliances Is 
Seen Making Its Revolutions Before 
a Glowing Range. 
The spit is numbered with 
tho 
things that have been. It is only hero 
and there, as an honorable exception, 
, that its delicate revolutions before 
the glowing range are to be witnessed. 
It is, in fact, so generally disused and 
forgotten, that it is 110 longer even 
“trophied” 011 tho kitchen wall among 
the burnished regalia which still adorn 
it. 
But to those who can remember 
the old time superiority of English 
fare the spit was the implement by 
which Its supreme excellence was con­ 
summated. 
To take it in its emble­ 
matic significance Is to sec it pointing 
regretfully to a past in which Eng­ 
lish methods ruted tho roast. 
And 
these seem to have culminated some 
fifty years since. Our home bred meat 
had then been brought to a high pitch 
of perfection, the kitchen range had 
been vastly improved, and the friend­ 
ly smoke jack still gave power to the 
spit. 


As the only cooking animal, man Is 
justly interested in the question. 
Did 
he first learn to roast or to seethe? 
The point has been warmly, and of 
“course 
learnedly, 
debated, 
though 
there can be little doubt that tho for­ 
mer method—if roasting it could be 
called—claims a clear priority. 
Now, 
in the popular sense, roasting is a 
process of cookery which involves di­ 
rect exposure to the radiated heat of 
an open fire. 
The primitive roast in 
hot embers, or by heated stones, as 
well as the so called roast in a mod­ 
ern oven, are therefore both excluded 
by the terms of the definition. 
Broil­ 
ing, however, is a distinct form of tho 
operation, and is perhaps justly re­ 
garded as one of the most wholesome 
of all culinary processes. 
But then 
it only lends itself to those minor 
transactions for which tho gridiron is 
sufficient. 
Our incomparable roasts— 
the glorious barons and-sirloins and 
haunches of old—had to earn their 
prestige literally “before the fire,,, and 
our older race of domestic cooks were 
past mistresses in furthering the op­ 
eration. 
If it were desired to illus­ 
trate fhe most typical contract be­ 
tween the French and English kitch­ 
ens wo should probably point to our 
insular “joint,” and to the made dish 
of our neighbors. And yet the French 
probably preceded us in die use of the 
spit, which perhaps only slipped from 
their hands owing to the growing su- 
pcriority of our raw material. 


The use of the spit was of course 
governed by the nature of the fire­ 
place. 
In early days “tne poor boys 
turned the spits, and licked the drip­ 
ping for their pains.” 
Then came 
the era of “dog wheels,” which were 
still sometimes to be seen, less than 
a century ago, in old fashioned host- 
elries and manor houses. 
The turn­ 
spit dog takes us back to the times 
of the Tudors. 
The breed was thor­ 
oughly established in the reign of Eliz­ 
abeth, when Dr. Johannes Cams so 
quaintly described 
these so 
called 
“curs” at their work. “For when any 
meate is to be roasted they go into a 


housewife, and performs—01 promts*»* 
to perform—so many functions at tho 
same time, that tho model kitchener 
has como to be regarded as a kind of 
fairy godmother. But to speak of its 
even as a “roaster” is a misuso of 
terms. 
Our joints now belong to the 
inferior order of “baked meats,” for 
which also we have to- bo grateful, 
But it would be mtilo to contend that 
these have the succulence and flavor, 
tho rich crispness 
and vitality, of 
their duty roasted fellows. Tho glory 
of the English joint was established 
under the empire of tho spit.—London 
Globe.

Thus, from quail or ortolan to the im­ 
posing turkey, from the most delicate 
neck of venison to the sober solidity 
of the sirloin, the spit worked its 
wonders upon all, with a result only 
too feelingly recorded in the annals 
of the time. 


Tiie power of the spit was doubtless 
shaken by the ingenious contrivance 
known as the “bcttlejack,” which for
